The Ramada Inn has also requested that, if the transfer is 
approved, the license be upgraded to a Qass C denomination, 
which would allow not only the sale of beer and wine, which 
the present license does, but also the sale of spirits. 

“Resort licenses are moveable,” said the Liquor Com¬ 
mission spokesman. “Transfers are made at the discretion of 
the Commission.” 

It was also explained that approval or disapproval of the 
request for transfer would not be made until an investigation 
the commission authorized is completed. 

The spokesman indicated that most resort transfers are 
denied, but each case is based on its own merits, so that there 


is no possible way to tell whether this one will be granted or 
denied. 

The commission’s investigation of such transactions usually 
takes approximately 45 days. 

The license in question would be transfered from a resort 
business located in Green Oaks Township, near Brighton in 
Livingston County. 

Although 85 percent of the renewal fees of licenses are 
turned over to the municipality in which they are located, the 
City of Romulus would have to waive all rights to any such 
fees this year, since the fees have already been disbursed in 
Green Oaks. .p 

Contacted last week, 1 before the release of the information 


concerning the transfer of licenses, Ramada Inn General 
Manager Michael W. Rabat said the Inn planned on opening 
unofficially on Aug. 22, but that the grand opening would not 
be determined until the liquor license problem had been 
resolved. 

^ Rabat said that their request to the city had been sent some 
time ago. “But to the best of my knowledge, they (city 
council) have not discussed it. 

“The most dissappointing thing,” Rabat said, “is that 
liquor by the glass is an integral part of our concept, and a 
very necessary part.

Trailer park 
extends paving 

A plan to pave two of the major thoroughfares in the Royal 
Village Mobile Home Park has been expanded to include the 
paving of other streets in the park. 

Owner Dr. Leslie Moss has signed contracts with 
Metropolitan Asphalt Co., Romulus, for asphalting Turbo 
Street from Van Bom sou^. Bonanza to Metro, and Panam 
from Metro to Air Coach. 

Work on this and the other improvements planned, which 
was to start today, will be completed as soon as possible, 
according to Romulus Building Manager Gay ton Meldrum. 

Other projects to improve the park include the 
replacement of storm drains on Metro, Air Borne and Piper 
repair of all streets not being paved, and installation of 25- 
foot light poles with mercury vapor lights. 

All vacant mobile home pads are being repaired to bring 
them up to city codes before use. 

Repairs being made at Royal Village are the result of 
cooperation between Moss and the city following numerous 
complaints from residents in the mobile home court. 


Union officials and officials from the City of 
Romulus were expected to meet last night to 
discuss a counter-proposal to the contract 
offered by the city. 

Teamsters Local 214 of the State, County 
and Municipal WorkersUnion submitted the 
counter-proposal last week. 

Tlie city presented a contract proposal to 
the union July 30. The city employes whose 
contract expired April 14, voted at that time 
to replace their AFL-CIO Council 23 
representation with the Teamsters local. 

Upon receiving the contract proposal from 
the city, Local President Joseph Valenti 


explained what the union was seeking for 
Romulus employes. 

Valenti said that they are seeking wages for 
city workers which are comparable to those 
received by workers by other Detroit suburbs 
with incomes comparable to Romulus. 

The comparison was compiled to show 
average wages from such cities. 

Valenti indicated that the averages were 
put together, using figures from five com¬ 
munities with which the union has recently 
completed negotiations. They are Sterling 
Heights, Redford, Madison Heights, Bir¬ 
mingham and Hazel Park. 


Some of the averages are presented below: 

Persons in labor classifications earn an 
average wage of $4.01 per hour, Valenti 
reported that Romulus was offering $3.76. 

Equipment operators in these communities 
average $4.49 per hour, and Romulus offered 
$3.93 V2. 

Heavy equipment operators average $4.98, 
with Romulus presently offering $4.26. 

Meter readers in the averaged cities 
received $4.25, while Romulus is offering 
$3.69*/^. 

Although some of the pay raises being of¬ 
fered by the city appear to be substantial, 
Valenti claims that they appear so because 


Romulus has paid such low wages in the past. 

“We are not looking at the percentages 
where salary increases are concerned,’^ the 
union spokesman said, “because percentage 
raises are only good if your salary is where it 
is supposed to be to start with.” 

Valenti said that, if Romulus can 
satisfactorily show the union that the cities 
included in the wage comparison in reality 
have much higher incomes, Local 214 would 
have to re-evaluate its position. 

In addition to the financial package, the 
union is also studying various nonmonetary 
points in the proposal from the city.

After months of negotiations, marked with 
outbursts both in the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners and Romulus City Council, a 
police contract between the two sides has 
been signed. 


There are those in the city who still are 
opposed to the contract. At least two coun- 
cilmen have said they will continue their fight 
to establish a city-run police force, although 
the soonest such a force could be established 
is following the expiration of the three-year 
pact signed yesterday. 


The bitter feelings on the part of these 
councilmen may remain, and they certainly 
have a right to bring up the subject of a city 
force again. 


But one thing everyone should realize is 
that a measure which will automatically 
triple the police protection and services for 
the people of Romulus is an experiment worth 
making. 

Rather than a depleted force of five men 


and two police cars in questionable condition, 
the city will have 24-hour protection from 16 
men from the Road Patrol. 

These are not men who will cover, as well. 
Van Buren and Huron Townships and other 
neighboring communities. They will be per¬ 
manently assigned to the City of Romulus and 
will function outside of the city only during 
emergencies, through the nutual aid pact with 
surrounding communities. 

Along with this vast increase in manpower, 
Romulus will have available the large 
resources of the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, resources that a community the 
size of this one could never hope to duplicate. 

We think the residents of Romulus are 
assured of vastly improved police services, 
not because the old force was incompetent, 
but because of the great resources available 
through this contract. 

When the citizens notice the change, we 
think they will be satisfied that the money 
needed for this contract is money well spent.

Another possibility is that 
“clean” companies may have 
lower costs in raising capital 
because a favorable corporate 
image may command slightly 
higher stock prices and lower 
borrowing costs. 

And not to be overlooked is 
the possibility that buyers 
may direct their purchases to 
those companies with the best 
record in pollution control. 
Marlin feels that this benefit 
may assume larger propor¬ 
tions in the future.

The special day-long im¬ 
munization clinic was planned 
especially to help parents 
meet the state immunization 
requirements for children 
entering school for the first 
time. Children are required by 
law to immunized against 
diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough, measles, rubella, polio 
and smallpox. 

Yet in spite of these 
requirements, a large number 
of Detroit and Wayne County 
children are inadequately 
protected against these once 
dreaded diseases, according 
to the health departments. 
According to the 1970 U.S. 
Immunization Survey the 
level of protective immunity 
against polio, measles and 
diphtheria among preschool 
children was significantly 
lower in 1970 than in 1969. 

TTie threat of these diseases 
is always present to unim¬ 
munized persons. The health 
department advises parents 
not to wait until just before a 
child enters school and is 
legally required to obtain 
these immunizations. 

Private physicians as well 
as public clinics can provide 
these necessary im¬ 
munizations. For more in¬

Thrillers don’t usually have 
a sense of grace, an em¬ 
bellishment which often can’t 
be managed when the major 
premise is that something 
menacing is about to happen 
and don’t take your eye off the 
screen for a minute. Claude 
Qiabrol has that grace and it 
shows to good effect in “This 
Man Must Die,” his adaption 
of a Nicholas Blake thriller 
“The Beast Must Die.” 

'The man who must die, is a 
killer, a hit-and-run driver 

who knocked down the small 
son of a writer, Charles 
Thenier, played with single- 
minded determination by 
Midiel Duchaussoy. Thenier ’s 


quest for vengeance bears 
little fruit at first as he futilely 
searches the junk yards and 
garages of Brittany for a 
damaged fender. 

Ultimately, an implausible 
coincidence-his car gets stuck 
in the mud in the exact same 
spotithe killer,;ajb4?iaL^ilck 
montfis’^BeTor^-jeads^to a 
television actress Helene 
Lanson, winningly played by 
Caroline Cellier. Thenier 
romances Mile. Lanson and 
she ultimately takes him back 
to Brittany to meet her sister, 
whose husband, a garage 
owner played crudely and 
repulsively by Jean Yanne, is 
the killer. 

At first Thenier’s course 
seems too open and pre¬ 
determined to engender much 
suspense, but Chabrol has 
several tricks to leave you 
guessing whether Thenier is 
protagonist or bystander. For 
the killer has a son, Philippe, 
sensitively played by Marc Di 
Napoli, who hates the father 
who ridicules and abuses him 
unmercifully, almost as much 
as Thenier, and Philippe is the 
wild card in Chabrol’s deck. 
Philippe is the wild card in 
Chabrol’s deck. 

Despite an occasional bit of 
heavy-handed narrative in 


Thenier’s diary (which might 
be the fault of the sub-titler ; I 
do not speak French), Chabrol 
unfolds his tale with a sense of 
style and grace, contrasting 
the crude Paul against the 
determined but sensitive 
Thenier. It ma y be that P aul is 
too leci ♦ sub¬ 

ject for murder. Thenier 
expresses relief that his target 
is so unlikeable-what would 
happen to his resolve if Paul 
were more affable? 

Possibly Chabrol’s nicest 
touch is a deft sense of humor 
approaching that of Hit¬ 
chcock, who at his tensest 
moments somehow always 
pauses long enough to let his 
audience relieve the at- 
nriostphere with a laugh. 
Before Paul’s first entrance- 
a' greatly awaited first en- 
trance-Thenier is introduced 
to Paul’s family and guests for 
some of the most banal and 
utterly hilarious pre-dinner 
conversation ever heard. 

“This Man Must die” is a 
superb example of the thriller 
genre and an artistic success 
besides.

Orwell’s 1984 has long since 
arrived according to 
Lawrence Sanders’ novel 
“The Anderson Tapes,” now 
brought to the screen in a film 
by Sidney Lumet. 

The novel documented a 
Mafia-backed heist of a 
wealthy New York apartment 
house through the compilation 
of a “record of evidence” 
compiled by a nightmare 
warren of bugs and wiretapes 
by dozens of local and federal 
governmental and private 
sources all working at cross¬ 
purposes and in absolute 
secrecy (since many of the 
taps are illegal) and hence 
unwilling and unable to pool 
their information to reveal the 
plan of the robbery. 

The novel could be treated 
in one of two fashions, either 
as a swift-paced^ story told 
through the media of an 
unusual gimmick which could 
be ignored, or as a rather 
frightening commentary on 
the inception of an Orwellian 
society. The movie allows no 
choice—the bugs and taps are 
everywhere and must be 
noticed, almost submerging 
the basic story of the robbery 
in electronic jungles. 

'The robbery itself is a 
slickly execut^ job by Duke 
Anderson, an ex-con seeking 
“just one big score.” His 
opponent is a frightened New 
York where street robberies 
and burglaries have made 
every expensive apartment 
house a secure fortress of TV 
cameras and suspicious 
guards. 

Sean Connery is Anderson in 
a radical departure from his 
Bond roles—he is seen as a 
slightly grimy and common 
con, albeit a shrewd planner. 
Acting honors go to Alan King, 
the stand-up comic, as Angelo, 
the Mafia leader. 

Ultimately the robbery 


begins and much of the wire¬ 
tapping gimcracky is shelved 
in favor of mounting suspense 
as a hard-nosed police captain 


moves in to thwart the rob¬ 
bery. Gimmicks aside, the 
film mounts to a climax well- 
engineered by Lumet.

Acceptance of a city-county police contract and referral of 
court summons for the recently initiated zoning suit were 
main items for the Romulus City Council last week. 

After some discussion, the police contract finally was 
approved. Council President Jimmie C. Raspberry pointed 
out that Romulus recognizes the still-existing contract of the 
Romulus Police Offers Association (RPOA). 

“I want it to be a matter of record,” Raspberry said, “that 
any officer who wants to stay on as an employe of the city can 
stay during the duration of the RPOA’s contract with the 
city.” 


The contract lasts through most of 1972. Raspberry made 
it clear that the city intended to live up to the intent of that 
contract, and that the officers could exercise their seniority 
in seeking city jobs in their classification. 

Raspberry said he felt it was also important to point out 
that those automobiles assigned from the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment were going to be used strictly for Romulus, and not for 
other areas except through the mutual aid pact in emergency 
situations. 

The only dissenting vote was cast by James C. Stewart. 


The council, mayor and city clerk received summons in 
connection with the zoning suit filed last Tuesday. The 
council voted to direct them to the legal department for 
whatever action was necessary. 

Romulus Librarian Miss Diane Cover read a quarterly 
report citing progress in the library due greatly to the move 
to the new facility. 

The report indicated that circulation was up more than 100 
per cent from the figures for July, 1970. 

She also stated that more than 4,000 new volumes were now 
on the shelves, increasing the total collection to 19,155 

Miss Cover said that the library is now open four days a 
week until 9 p.m. She stated that the longer hours and the 
expanded book collection and seating space will allow 
greater student use in the fall. 

The council approved the renewal of a business license for 
Romulus Recreation. City officials indicated that the annual 
inspections had been successfully carried out. 

The council also approved the signing of a letter of intent 
which supports a study by Parkins, Rodgers and Associates 
dealing with the proposed 1-275 expresway, which will cut 
through a portion of southwest Romulus. 

The study will provide the city with important information 
concerning zoning needs and what effect the expressway will 
have on the city. 

The Romulus Jaycees’ donation of three litter barrels for 
the municipal complex was disclosed by the mayor and 
accepted by the council. 

Another decision allocated $500 for a city drug program. 
Earl Lamb, of the Romulus School District, had made a 
presentation to the council several weeks ago outlining what 
such a program would accomplish. 

The city is seeking a place to house the drug program. 

Also sought is storage space for the winter for equipment 
belonging to the Romulus Recreation Commission. It will 
possibly be stored in a DPW building or in a city-owned 
garage near the old city hall. 

The mayor, in his report, relayed an invitation for all 


councilman to join a crowd scene in the Romulus City 
Players production “Paddle Your Own Canoe,” last Friday 
and Saturday. The councilmen appeared a little reluctant to 
commit themselves. 

Council President Jimmie C. Raspberry requested that the 
mayor prepare a report on the amount of overtime by city 
employes and also a monthly financial report. 

Bids were accepted for a combination tractor and backhoe 
and an air compressor. 

William F. Sell andSon will provide the tractor at a cost of 
$9,560.69. The compressor will come from the R.G. Moeller 
Co. and cost $3,845. Bids were also authorized for the pur¬ 
chase of one more of each item. 

The council also indicated it will be studying proposed 
ordinances on subdivision control and mobile home parks for 
possible action at the next council session Thursday.

Dollars Worth Less 

Stories or testimonials about a house selling for more 
than the owner paid for it invariably omit any con¬ 
sideration of inflation during the period of time between 
purchase and sale. A typical example is one about an 
owner selling a SD-year old house for $20,000 which had 
cost $5,000. This is told to represent an increase in value of 

the house. ' u 

During the 50 years, inflation has caused the dollar to be 
worth about ten cents or a change of one-tenth in value. 
Therefore, to recover the cost of the house at this time 
would require a sale price of $50,000. So, does the sale 
price of $20,000 against a cost of $50,000 at today’s dollar 
value represent an increase in value? By the error of 
omission of the dollar’s value, the myth is promoted that 
houses increase in value. 


Sheer Speculation 

House value and inflation taken at short range require 
an addition of three to four percent to the price of the 
house each year to offset a decrease in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. A $20,000 house has to sell for $20,600 
after one year or $23,000 to recover the original value of 
dollars paid for it after five years. 

However, it must be recognized, that for the long range, 
an obligation contracted at a specific time is paid for with 
less valuable dollars due to inflation. It is sheer 
speculation to say how much be worth in 

30 years.' ‘ ' 


$525.00 

If the owner sells for $20,000 he will lose $525 of his down 
payment or equity money. Or he will have to sell for 
$20,525 to have the number of dollars equal his position 
five years before. 

Inflation affects his position, too. At 3 per cent average 
inflation per year for five years, his dollars will buy 15 per 
cent less or he must get 15 per cent more dollars to be able 
to do as much with the money as he did five years before. 
The seller must get $3,000 more dollars added to the 
$20,000 to offset the effect of inflation. 

TTie houseowner will have income tax savings from the 
deductions resulting from interest and real estate tax 
payments. This value ($20,000) house is afforded by a 
$10,000 per year income head of household. Assuming an 
ordinary family of two children, the income tax savings at 
this income level will be approximately $20 per month for 
the years with two dependent children. If 20 years is 
assumed for dependents, the total tax advantage is $4800. 

Purchaser Speculating 

There is a widespread belief as one makes payments for 
a house that his equity increases - he is investing - 
therefore he is saving - he is building value in something. 
“All you have to do is buy tl^e house and you will make 
money. ;> “If you are able to live only a few-yeirs in an 
area, you can’t lose if you buy a house.’’ These are myths. 
These ideas are propEgated by real estate dealers, 
builders, lenders, or an m fe whose business profits from 
the belief in these myths^^t^ 

Summarizing, the seller of the $20,000 property must 
add $3,000 for inflation effect, $1200 sales commission, 
totaling $24,200 to be able to do as much with his money as 
when he bought the property five years before. 

Therefore, the purchaser is speculating that five years 
after purchasing he can sell a $20,000 property for $24,200. 
Sometimes this can be done and often it cannot. In ad¬ 
dition, the owner must have maintained the property in as 
good condition as it was five years before. This means 
fresh painting, cleaning, et cetera, to have it in saleable 
condition without a buyer discounting the property ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Cost of Owning a Mobile Home

e clean-up slated 

Project set for Saturday, Sunday 


GRASSMOBILES —A lack of snow is obviously no handicap 
where these sportsmen are concerned. They raced for prizes 
Saturday in the second annual Southeastern Michigan 


Club in Romulus. 


The volunteers who last 
year conducted a massive 
cleanup of the Rouge River’s 
main branch have announced 
they will return to the river 
Saturday and Sunday. 

The announcement was 
made as members of the 
Rescue the Rouge were 
awarded a resolution by the 
Wayne County Board of 
(Commissioners, prior to a 
short canoe trip through 
Rouge Park while inspecting 
debris. 

County Commissioners 
Thomas P. O’Rourke, Detroit 
(D-Dist. 14), and Charmie 
(Turrie, Detroit (D-Dist. 6), 
stood on the bank of the river 
July 31 and presented the 
clean-up committee with a 
resolution endorsing the 
project. 

The resolution praises the 
Rescue the Rouge Committee 
and its participating 
organizations. It also offers 
the “wholehearted” en¬ 
dorsement and support of the 
Board of Commissioners, and 
urges all citizens to “lend 
their active support to this 
I most worthy project.’’ 

“We are again appealing to 
I private citizens, civic-minded 
businesses and citizens 
organizations concerned with 
the condition of our en¬ 
vironment to help in the 
cleanup,’’ said Tom McPhail, 
chairman of the rescue the 
Rouge Committee. 

Interested persons can 
volunteer to help by calling 
cleanup headquarters at 538- 
9496 or by coming to Eliza 
Howell Park, Fenkell — east 
of Telegraph, at 7 a.m. on the 
cleanup days, he added. 

Last year, an estimated 
1,400 citizen volunteers, aided 
by equipment from (iity of 
Detroit departments, utility 
companies and private firms, 
removed tons of logs and 
debris from an eight-mile 
section of the river between 
Eight Mile Road and 
Plymouth Road. 

“We cleaned about 85 per 
cent of the junk from that part 
of the river and will return to 
finish the job,’’ McPhail said.

Visiting Austrians relate 
differences in countries

When the Peter Molzer 
family returns to Austria next 
month after an eight-month 
stay in Michigan, they will 
take with them, in addition to 
their possessions, some newly 
developed athletic skills and a 
few impressions about 
America. 

Molzer, who is a chemist, 
and his wife, Elsi, are a 
handsome Viennese couple. 
They, and their two-year-old

In America the 
national sport of baseball is 
played enthusiastically by 
almost everybody on every 
available vacant lot and 
playground. 

This year Molzer has played 
centerfield with the Romulus 
Adult Softball League. “I have 
really enjoyed it,’’ he said. 


“They were very patient with 
me while I learned how to 
catch and throw.’’ 

The Molzers say they will 
miss America, not only for the 
sports and recreational 
facilities they have grown to 
enjoy, but also for its com¬ 
forts. 

They like their apartment, 
which is on the gi^ound level 
with sliding glass panels to the 
outdoors. Their apartment in 
Vienna is upstairs in an old 
style building. “You don’t find 
many in Vienna that have two 


bathrooms and a dish¬ 
washer,’’ Mrs. Molzer said. 


She will also miss the frozen 
foods and variety of products 
available here, but she will be 
happy to be in Vienna’s city 
atmosphere again with its 
many .shops. 

Before sailing to Austria, 
the three Molzers will take a 
week’s camping trip 
through the western states to 
see the biological and 
geological differences in 
different areas of the country.

Vehicle Highway Fund 
collections are being 
distributed to Michigan 
counties, cities and villages, 
the State Highway Com¬ 
mission reports. 

State Highway Director 
Henrik E. Stafseth said net 
receipts of the fund during 
April, May and June 
amounted to $91,275,495, an 
increase of more than $4 
million, or 4.7per cent, 
compared to the same three 
months last year. 


Belleville is receiving a total 
of $6,322 as compared to $5,607 
at this time last year. 
Romulus is receiving $62,689 
as compared to $28,176 last 
year. 

Wayne County is receiving a 
total of $5,284,074 for these 
three months this year as 
opposed to $5,326,601 last year. 

All state gasoline and diesel 
fuel taxes and license plate 
fees go to the Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund. The money is 
distributed, after deduction of 
collection costs, 1.5 per cent of 


gasoline taxes to the State 
Waterways CJommission and 
other fixed costs. 

The Department of State 
Highways receives 46 per cent 
of net proceeds, the 83 counties 
receive 34 per cent and the 529 
cities and villages 20 per cent.

Colors reveal character 


We are learning that color is 
more than fashion, both in 
clothing and home decorating.

Faber Birren, world famed 
color analyst, says “that we 
are affected by color whether 
we want to be or not ...light 
and color undoubtedly affect 
body functions, just as they 
exert influence on mind and 
motion... 

“It may be generalized that 
color affects muscular ten¬ 
sion, cortical activation (brain 
waves), heart rate, 
respiration, and other func¬ 
tions of the autonomic nervous 
system - and certainly that it 
arouses definite emotional 
and esthetic reactions, likes 
and dislikes, pleasant and 
unpleasant associations.” 

So it behooves us to use color 
with care, especially where it 
wUl be around for many years. 
When choosing home fur¬ 
nishings you must consider, 
for example, that a vinyl 
asbestos tile floor will last at 
least 20 years - a long time to 
live with the wrong color 
choice. Experts believe it is a 
good idea to install a neutral 
color tile. Then you have more 
leeway when selecting colors 
for furnishings that wear 


more quickly. Of course, if you 
know ^at you will never never 
tire of a warm, red Spanish 
pattern tile, go ahead. If your 
ardor cools, you can cool the 
floor down with neutral walls, 
drapes and upholstery. 


Cover up 
shelves 
with tiles 

If your closets and storage 
areas are full to overflowing, 
don’t despair. You probably 
have the space — you just lack 
the means. Shelves hung on 
the wall and narrow multiple- 
purpose cabinets will solve the 
problem. 

A good decorating ploy is to 
cover the shelves with the 
same tile used on your floors. 
The new adhesive-back vinyl 
asbestos tile is ideal for this 
purpose. It is easy to handle — 
^1 you do is peel a paper from 
the back and press the tile in 
place — and it can be cut to fit 
with an ordinary scissors. 
Standard edging trim may be 
used if desired. 

This tieing in floor-and-shelf 
is simple but effective.
